A cold rain fell for several hours at 
night 
and during tho morning 
and 
brought additional hardships upon the 
people sheltered only by tents and te m ­ 
porary buildings 
in 
the parks. 
To 
further add to their 
discomfort, the 
wind 
blew 
a gale from 
the north, 
scattering dust and ashes everywhere, 
in some places throwing down the tot­ 
tering walls of burned buildings. 
At 
night the lack of heat in the tents as 
well 
as in the 
houses of the 
more 
fortunate 
brought extrem e 
discom­ 
fort. 


Chinese 
Problem Solved. 


W h a t to do with tile unfortunate 
Chinese, a problem which has given 
t h e authorities 
considerable worry, 
has been settled, at least temporarily. 
Since the destruction of Chinatown 
its inhabitants 
have been 
living in 
tents and in even less comfortable 
I q u arters on a large tract on the north 
side of tho hay. 
Knowing tin habits 
of the Chinese, the citizens’ com mit­ 
t e e and tile m ayor feared that even if 
la. few of thorn returned to their old dis­ 
trict and took up quai it..., .he tut lr; 
Chinese population would follow and 
[th e problem of moving them, which 
h a s agitated San Francisco for m any 
■ years, would 
he as great 
as ever. 
I Therefore, when 
the suggestion was 
(m ade th at the Chinese be moved tom- 
Iporarily to the Presidio it was adopted 
immediately and here they will find a 
resting place until arra n g e m en ts can 
f Pe definitely m ad e for their perm anent 
itv at H u n te r’s Point. 
The statem ent went out early in the 
day that m an y Italians camped along 
North Beach a re suffering from lack 
of shelter. 
This is not entirely true. 
T he relief com m ittee has had more 
difficulty in system atizing the work 
am ong these people th a n elsewhere 
■and 
much of 
their discomfort 
has 
[[arisen through their own 
ig n o r a n c e 
|of camp life.

Cambridge police have issued a war 
rant for the arrest of Erich Muenter, 
un instructor in German at Harvard 
university, on a charge of m urdering 
ids wife about two weeks ago. 
It is 
alleged that Mrs. M uenter’s de a th was 
caused 
by arsenic. 
Tile 
body was 
taken 
to Chicago April 18, 
hut the 
cause was not made public until now. 
M uenter was born In Germ any. He 
formerly taught school in Chicago and 
before coming to Harvard, less than 
two years ago, he was an instructor at 
the University of Kansas. 
It was learned late 
at night that 
since his departure from Cambridge 
Muenter lias written to several friends 
here, the letters 
bearing a Chicago 
postmark. 
He did not reveal his ad­ 
dress. 
It was learned also that Muen­ 
ter had submitted his resignation to 
the university authorities, and it will 
probably bo acted upon Wednesday. 
T h e re 
was ain 
unverified rum or 
at 
the college that Muenter was seen in 
Boston Thursday. 
T hose who were closely acquainted 
with Muenter say that he was a man 
of high principles, 
hut had become 
som ewhat morbid because 
of over­ 
work. 
Muenter is thirty-five years of age 
and lived at 107 Oxford street, this 
city. 
His 
wife was formerly 
Miss 
Leone Iv Krembs of Chicago. 
T he attention of tile authorities was 
called to the case just after the wo­ 
m an's death, April 16. 
Ten days be­ 
fore th a t 
time a child was 
born to 
Mrs. Muenter, who was attended by a 
faith cure doctor and by nurses of the 
same cult. 
The physician was a Mrs. 
Nieherson of Winchester. 
T h e nurses 
are both residents 
of Cambridge, a 
Miss Case and 
Miss Derrick. 
Some 
time after the 
child was 
born two 
regular physicians, Doctors Frederick 
W. 
Taylor 
and H erbert 
McIntyre, 
were called. 
Both decided th a t Mrs. 
Muenter was suffering from some ail­ 
ment 
of the 
stomach. 
T hey 
p r e ­ 
scribed for her but later, it is alleged, 
withdrew 
because they 
ascertained 
their directions were not being fol­ 
lowed. 
Mrs. Muenter died April 16.

Ixiuis Napoleon, and Major Feuillent, 
formerly com m ander of the imperial 
guard. 
The laborites wrho w ere sub­ 
jected to search include the conspic­ 
uous heads of the m ovement planned 
for May J. 
The ostensible purpose w as to dis­ 
cover 
if encouragem ent 
had 
been 
given to rioting in the 
mining dis­ 
trict in th e north. 
But the authori­ 
ties also expected to uncover the en­ 
tire plan of the present labor agitation, 
including any menacing features of the 
May I demonstration. 
T he results in 
many cases were negative.

royalists and Bonapartists intrigued

lice precautions. 
T he city is rapidly 
filling with troops, e m b racin g thirty- 
nine battalions and forty-eight squad­ 
rons.

chines, which have been tem porarily

into barracks.
